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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1,3-9 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Sakai'139, Miyamoto'634 and Sakai'404.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sakai'404, 
' 139 and Miyamoto'634 

The applied references disclose all elements of the claimed invention except for line 
density as determined by AFM. However, the applied references do teach the use of AFM to 
determine the surface roughness as indicated in the above rejections. It would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify line density in the 
prior art substrates, since it has been held that discovering an optimum value of a result effective 
variable involves only routine skill in the art.. 
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The amendments and remarks filed by applicants on July 3,2003 have been fully considered. 
The claims, however, remain unpatentable in view of the new grounds of rejections.
